If this is so 
the notice posted by the • U.F.W.A.’s 
and W.fr's in the hotel relating to 
privileges of the rest room must have 
attracted his or their attention. How¬ 
ever it is apparent that your corres¬ 
pondent is either ignorant on this 
matter or is misinformed on conditions 
and I am sure the conveniences that 
have been provided in the past have 
been appreiated by the ladies who have 
availed themselves of the opportuni¬ 
ties offered. The remarks contained 
in his letter on suggestions of sending 
to mail order houses, Gleichen and 
Cliiny we appreciate to their full value 
but I believe in response that for 
service, economy and trading tear far 
worse can be done by passing Vulcan 
In conclusion,'sir, I w mid remark 
that our skating rink, geif club u?.d 
tennis courts are all onen as much to 
our friends and patrons from the coun¬ 
try as they are to our own peiple in 
town, although the are r.siia for ar.r

ITEMS OF INTEREST 

Charles M.. Hatfield, the rainmaker, 
is offering rain to California people 
at $1,000 per inch. 

Mah Jongg gambling has been ban¬ 
ned in Chinatown, Philadelphia. Very 
heavy losses are reported. 

The Lake of Wo<xls Milling plant 
at Medicine Hat will double the capa¬ 
city of the plant thifc year. 

Railroads in 17 California counties 
that were pUfc£fd in quarantine on ac¬ 
count of foot and jffouth disease were 
notified recently that they could re¬ 
sume the shipment of milk and cream 
to outside points. 

The Chivalric Order of the Crusad¬ 
ers, the soldiers’ secret society, which, 
has mystified Great Britain with its 
spectacular march to Westminster 
Abbey to pay homage to its first 
knight, the unknown soldier, has taken 
root in Canada. 

— Well defined—rumors of another 
bank merger in which the names of 
three strong banks are mentioned, has 
been in circulation for .some time. 
Meanwhile there is doubt about such 
a contingency, but the matter will be 
aired this session. 

The government has authorized the 
bird sanctuary at Rideau Island, Altai, 
and the killing or hunting of birds on 
the island has been prohibited. The 
sanctuary has been created on the re¬ 
commendation of the game commissi¬ 
oner of AlbeTta. * 

The cost of raising hard spring 
wheat in the United States last year 
ranged from 85 cents to $1.19 a bushel 
while in Canada it ranged from 53 
cents to $1.19, the-U. S. Tariff commis¬ 
sion found in its investigation in con¬ 
nection with the application for an in¬ 
crease in the wheat tariff. 

At a recent meeting of the Interna¬ 
tional Farm Congress in Kansas City, 
attended by representatives of leading 
farm organizations in the States, a re¬ 
solution was passed emphatically pro¬ 
testing against further wage increases 
until the farmers’ dollar has recovered 
its fair purchasing grower. 

The expenditure by the Dominion of 
$425,000 on the Banff-Windermere 
highway brought in $240,000 of Ame¬ 
rican tourists’ money and $120,000 of 
Canadian tourists’ money the first 
year the road was used 'through the 
mountains, according to the chief en¬ 
gineer of the Banff National Park. 

.Rev. Mr. Lawrence at Toronto Me¬ 
thodist tabernacle took with Him to 
the pulpit several two ounce bottles of 
liquor on Sunday evening last in order 
to make certain experiments to show 
the ill effects of liquor. By so doing 
he conimitted a breach of the Ontario 
Temperance Act but there will be no 
prosecution. 

For the first time in- Ontario, an 
attempt will be made in the spring to 
organize a voluntary egg pool. Ar¬ 
rangements for the undertaking have | 
been completed by the United Farm¬ 
ers’ Co-operative company, and it is 
hoped "to control absolutely the egg 
market in the province. Collections 
will commence April 1. 

According to the final estimate of 
the dominion government, Alberta 
produced in 1923, 166,834,000 bushels 
of wheat; 114,977,000 bushels of oats; 
14,774,000 bushels of barley and 
7,640,000 bushels of rye. This is near¬ 
ly three times the yield of wheat, four 
times the yield of oats and twice the 
yield of barley achieved on a some¬ 
what greater acreage in 1922. 

With the frost coming rapidly from 
the ground all over the province, and 
with the splendid amount of moisture 
that has fallen of late, the ground will 
be in excellent shape for early spring 
seeding. In many localities the ground 
has been in ideal shape for disc ng but 
farmers have refrained from doing 
any work so early in the season. It is 
generally conceded that seed sown 
early in the spring does not produce as 
good results as that sown April 1 to 
15. 

It is rumored that the crown jewels 
of Persia are to be sold to raise funds 
for railway construction. The collec¬ 
tion is reputed to be one of the finest 
and most valuable in existence. One 
authority asserts that the diamonds 
and rubies with Which the throne is en¬ 
crusted are alone worth about $35,- 
000,000. Among the more famous 
gems is the Darkea-i-Nur, or Sea of 
Light, which was brought from Dolhi 
many years ago, and is the companion 
stone to the historic Koh-i-Noor, the 
chief glory’ of the British crown 
jewels. 

A. W. Dingman, the original discov¬ 
erer of oil in the Black Diamond field 
is now showing interest in the High 
River field west of this town where he 
holds an interest in some leases. He 
is getting out a prospectus for a .well 
to be drilled this spring and he has 
asked Mr. Lane to provide him with 
photographs of general views of High 
Rfver and district. High River will 
be shown in the prospectus as the 
nearest town to the oil field. The pros¬ 
pects are exceedingly good for a pro¬ 
ducing well at the point selected and 
Mr. Dingman is to be congratulated 
on his enterprise in developing the 
filed

Old-1 
field from Berrywater, Mrs. Armey 
f n i Reid Hill, Mrs. Synge from Kirk- 
i a’e, and Mrs. Clayton, delegate from 
Redlandview (not present at meeting), 
and held a meeting at the borne of Mr. 
Neil Campbell, where they, met the 
Reeve o f the mun icip ality of M arquis , 
who offered to do their share as q, 
municipality. They also- met Mr. But¬ 
chart, mayor of Vulcan, on behalf of 
the town council, and also the munici¬ 
pality of Royal. These three promis¬ 
ed bo pay equal shares, which would 
make it possible to pay Mrs. Mutz two 
hundred dollars per year for the lest 
loom, Mr. Butchart said that the 
management would be entirely with 
the ladies. A meeting was called to 
meet Mrs. Mutz and draw up rules and 
regulations.

Chester Elliott, manager of the Al¬ 
berta Wheat Pool announced Thurs¬ 
day that a distribution of part of the 
pool surplus will be made during the 
month of March. Something more than 
$2,500,000 will be issued to the farm¬ 
ers. The payment will approximate 
10 cents a bushel on wheat that has 
been delivered to the pool up to about 
the time of distribution of this inter¬ 
im payment. This will be welcome 
news to tht farmers, who will be able 
to make good use of the money for the 
spring operations.

“When the farmer sells” says Senator 
Capper of Kansas “he sells to an or¬ 
ganized market—a market organized 
to take speculative profits. When he 
goes into the market to buy, he buys 
from an organized market The far¬ 
mers’ is the only unorganized group 
in a highly organized business and in¬ 
dustrial community. Because he lacks 
organization, because he lacks a de¬ 
termining voice in the sale value of 
his commodities, the farmer gets but 
7V4 billion dollars for products for 
which the consumer pays 2214 billions. 
For speculators, middlemen and trans¬ 
portation to collect a toll of 15,000,- 
000,000 dollars on that for which the 
farmer gets but 7!4 billions is a tra¬ 
gic absurdity.” Every Alberta farmer 
should johrrthe*wheat pool, and thus 
pave the way for better grain prices. 

BRITISH HARVESTERS 

It is very welL pointed out by the 
■Victoria Times that the section of the 
British press which has been working 
itself up into a state of almost fever¬ 
ish excitement about the fate of two 
or three hundred harvesters has, wit- 
ingly or unwittingly, completely ig¬ 
nored the fact that more than 11,000 
out of nearly 12,000 of these men arc 
too busy working to talk about them¬ 
selves and write to the newspapers to 
correct the unfair iihpression which 
the obvious misfits have created by the 
assistance of apparently uninformed 
newspaper comment. 

Let the people of this town now pre¬ 
pare in an effort to improve their pre 
mises by planting more trees. One 
who plants a tree shares his gift with 
all in the community. 

C.P.R. contract farmers on irrigated 
lands threaten to move away to 
South America unless the company 
accedes to their demands in regard to 
the amount of payment, the time to be 
paid and interest charges. 

Owing to excessivp rains, the people 
of the Hebrides are facing starvation 
and an appeal has been made by Lore! 
Balfour in their behalf. Meanwhile* 
this country will endeavor to get these 
sturdy people to come and locate here 
and a better class of settlers we could 
not get in the whole world. 

We are lead to believe that the do¬ 
minion government will reduce the 
tariff this session. This was the main 
plank of their platform when they ap- 
• pealed to the country and it is rather 
late in the day to contemplate putting 
it into effect. _ However, better lab 
tlian never.' 

If our various governments are se¬ 
rious in connection with a reductiifn in 
expenditures they will proceed now to 
reduce the number of officials engaged 
in the various departments. Why- 
should provincial cabinet ministers

The num¬ 
ber of applications now in the hands ol 
the new commissioner are said to ex¬ 
ceed 3000. An immediate call for more 
office space to accommodate the in¬ 
creasing demand for jobs has been 
sent out.—Lethbridge Herald.

This figure is stated to 
include cost of buildings. The highest 
value is found in British Calumbia 
where an average of $ 100.00 an acre 
is placed fof 1923. .The other provinc¬ 
es are Ontario, $64.00; Quebec, $56.00; 
Prince Edward Island, $51.00; New 
Brunswick, $32.00; Nova Scotia, 
$31.00; Manitoba, $28.00; Saskatche¬ 
wan, $24.00; Alberta, $24.00. 

COAL MARKET POSSIBILITIES 

A very large future market for Al¬ 
berta coal will be opened up on the 
Pacific coast ver y shortly if efforts 
made by the provincial government 
are successful. The authorities of the 
city of Seattle have practically decid¬ 
ed that Alberta Coal should come to 
that city if a suitable freight latte can 
be obtained from the railway compa- 
nies^handling the haul from Alberta. 
The bulk of this coal would be handled 
ever the C.N.R., Which is stated to be 
favorable to the proposition. Trade 
Commissioner Stutchbury has been in 
Seattle for the past few weeks 'con¬ 
ducting negotiations with very satis¬ 
factory results. He states that there 
is a market for more than a million 
tons a year in the city of Seattle alone. 

BUTTER PRIZES 
— 

Alberta Jias done extremely well in 
competition in creamery butter class¬ 
es in the various exhibitions during 
the past five years, according to a 
summary prepared by Dairy Commis¬ 
sioner Marker, which shows the fol¬ 
lowing figures. In 1919 Alberta won 
92 out of 196 prizes; in' 1920 181 out 
of 263 prizes; in 1921 a total of -157 
out of 333 prizes; in 1922 a total of 
229 out of 436 prizes and in 1923 a 
total of 227 out of 452 prizes. In 1919 
the province won 53.3 per cent of the 
first prizes; in 1920 it won 53.4 per 
cent of first prizes; in 1921 69.3 per 
cent; in 1922 54 per cent and in 1923 
62.8 per cent.

In a stated case, referred by Mr. 
Justice Tweedie to the Appellate divi¬ 
sion of the supreme court of Alberta, 
in. the action of the Manufacturers’ 
Life Insurance Company against Han- 
and the municipal district of Forty 
Mile, the court held that seed grain 
liens given by a farmer to a municipal 
district, in 1919-1920; did not attach 
to crops grown on the land in subse¬ 
quent years. The facts were as fol¬ 
lows: In 1919 Hanson mortgaged his 
land to the Manufacturers’ Life Insur¬ 
ance Company. In 1919 and 1920, he 
secured advances for seed grain from 
the M.D. of Forty Mile, giving the cus¬ 
tomary liens. Subsequently he sold the 
land to Rygg, the purchase price being 
payable by the delivery of one-half of 
the crop each year. The mortgage 
company commenced foreclosure pro J 
ceedings and obtained from the master 
in chambers a receiver order, appoint¬ 
ing the sheriff of Lethbridge receiver 
to receive the proceeds of the crops 
payable under the agreement between 
Hanson and Rygg. The sheriffrtceived 
Hanson’s share for 1922 and 1923 and 
the municipal district claimed the mo¬ 
ney on the ground that all the crops 
were 'subject to the liens given by 
Hanson. . - 

The question turned on the interpre¬ 
tation of the Municipal District Seed 
Grain Act. Originally, Under this Act 
the liens only affected crops grown 
during the year in which the liens 
were given. The amendment of 1919, 
however, provided that in any case 
where a person applied for an ad¬ 
vance the crops should be subject to a 
lien for the advances made in the year 
in which the application was made and 
for any advances previously made by 
the municipal district bo the same per¬ 
son. In 1921 the operation of the Act 
was further extended, the operative 
portion being as follows: (2) Notwith¬ 
standing any other provision of this 
Act when a municipality flies or has 
filed a lien in any year in respect of an 
advance made by it to any person un¬ 
der the provisions of this Act such 
municipality shall in every year there¬ 
after have: (c) A Hen upon all crops 
grown upon the land named in the ap¬ 
plication, except^ when the advance 
was made to a person who was not at 
the time of the advance owner of such 
land, and the land has ceased to be in 
the occupation or possession of such 
person. 

The municipal district claimed that 
under subsection “C” it had a lien 
upon all crops grown upon the lands in 
question until such time as the advanc¬ 
es were paid in full, and that this lien 
was a continuing one running from 
year to year. Counsel for the mort¬ 
gage company argued that the act 
properly interpreted was not intended 
to apply to any lien filed prior to the 
date when it was pasafed, and that in 
any event, as the statute, if given the 
interpretation claimed by the munici¬ 
pal district, interfere with vested 
rights affecting the position of the 
mortgage which had previously been 
registered and increased the security 
given by the borrower, it should be 
construed strictly, and if possible not 
to interfere with any rights establish¬ 
ed prior to the date it was passed. 

Counsel for the municipal district 
contended that the Act purported to 
charge all crops grown after it was 
passed with advances made at any 
time, Whether subsequent to the pass¬ 
ing of the Act or previous thereto, and 
argued that the legislation was the re¬ 
sult of a continuation of dry years and 
was passed with the object of keeping 
farmers on the land, who, unless they 
were advanced seed by some p, rson, 
would leave the country; but as the 
municipal districts were called upon 
from year to year to make further ad¬ 
vances and conditions were not im-. 
proving, it was only natural and pro¬ 
per that their security should be en¬ 
hanced and that it was inequitable af¬ 
ter the districts had borne the burden 
of making these advances to farmers 
from year to year to have the mort¬ 
gage company claim the first proceeds 
resulting therefrom. 

The court held that the legislation, 
if given the interpretation asked for 
by the municipal district, would be a 
manifest interference with the rights 
not only of the mortgage company but 
also of the borrower, and should not 
be given this construction, provided 
any other reasonable interpretation 
was possible, and the finding was that 
the amendment of 1921 did not apply 
to any advances made prior to that 
year and that, consequently, the lien 
did not attach. It would appear, how¬ 
ever, although no finding was made on 
that-point, that a lien given in 1921, 
or any subsequent year, wwuld be a 
continuing one in regard' to crops 
grown on the lands thereafter except 
in such cases as the specifically except¬ 
ed by the Act. 

BIG LAND SALE 
^_ 

A deal which had been pending for 
some time was closed Monday for a 
portion of the old McEwan ranch, af¬ 
terwards owned by C. G. Beeching, 
and then sold 'to several different par¬ 
ties and divided. The deal Monday in¬ 
cluded 1270 acres, with the ranch 
buildings, which were taken by G. S. 
Ferries, when the ranch was divided. 
F. Walker lags is the new owner of all 
except one quarter-section, which was 
bought by A. Crawford-Frost. The 
price was not announced.—Nanton 
News.

It is quite eominonly believed that 
any variety of grain when grown in a 
given district for a number of years, 
gradually becomes more and more 
suited to the conditions of that district 
for a number of years, gradually be¬ 
comes more and more suited to the 
conditions of that district. While this 
.may be true in the case of plants 
which naturally cross-fertilize, such as 
most of the grasses and clovers, it is 
not true to the same extent in the case 
of such plants as wheat, oats and bar¬ 
ley, except possibly where mixed va¬ 
rieties containing different strains are 
grown. In nature, acclimatization 
takes place as a result of natural se¬ 
lection. The vagaries of soil and cli- j 
mate gradually weed out or weaken 
those strains which are less suited to 
survive, whereas thq stronger strains! 
increase in proportion. Since varieties 
differ greatly in their ability to thrive 
under different conditions of moisture, 
temperature, physical condition of the 
-%Al, it is highly important from a 
practical standpoint that the farmer 
grow the variety which is best suited 
to his conditions. This variety cin be 
located only through comparative 
tests of different varieties sown in ad¬ 
joining plots in his district. After two 
or three years ’careful testing, it 
should be possible to choose the varie¬ 
ty which seems to gives the most pro¬ 
mise. If this variety is what is known 
as a pure line, by which is meant a va¬ 
riety composed of a single strain, it 
:s not likely that so called acclimati¬ 
zation will take place to any appreci¬ 
able extent. If, on the other hand, a 
variety should happen to be a compo¬ 
site one, that is composed of two or 
more strains of varying adaptabilities, 
it is qujte possible that acclimatiza¬ 
tion may take place by the gradual 
increase in the proportion ofplants be¬ 
longing to the best "adapted strain. It 
was once thought that acclimatization 
takes place in a fairly defyiite man¬ 
ner in the case of practically all plant 
life and that any variety might, in the 
course of time, become especially suit¬ 
ed to the conditions under which it was 
being g row n. That this point of view 
was incorrect has been clearly demon¬ 
strated during recent years, and farm¬ 
ers would be well advised to depend 
more upon comparative tests of dif¬ 
ferent varieties rather than upon the 
time-worn theory that sorts grown in 
a district for many years must inevi¬ 
tably be superior to any new introduc¬ 
tion. Farmers desirous Of comparing 
a few of the best varieties of grain of 
any kind are invited to communicate 
with the cereal division, experimental 
farm, Ottawa, for advice as to how to 
proceed. The above institution is 
anxious to co-operate with farmers in 
different districts in this work as it 
realizes that the soil and fertility con¬ 
ditions on a given farm may differ to 
a very considerable extent from ' the 
conditions under which varieties are 
tested at the farm at Ottawa. In other 
words, varieties which do not do parti¬ 
cularly well at Ottawa might be most 
desirable to grow under certain con¬ 
ditions met with on a given farm 
some distance away. Where a farm¬ 
er does not wish to take the time to 
conduct a comparative test of differ¬ 
ent sorts on his own farm but would 
like to have the varioty he is growing 
compared at the experimental farm at 
Ottawa with the varieties grown at 
that institution, the cereal division will 
be glad to receive from him a one 
pound sample of his seed. ’ The sack 
containing this sample should bear the 
growers’ name, the variety name, and 
the number of years the seed has been 
grown on his own farm. ,A report of 
the relative performance of the vari¬ 
eties sent in for this test will be sent 
the farmer in due time. 

ALTA. WHEAT POOL 

Members of the Alberta wheat pool 
organization will receive eight cents 
more per bushel for their wheat than 
non-members of the pool, Aaron Sapi- 
ro, the co-operative marketing expert 
from the United States, told an audi¬ 
ence of 3,000 persons at a meeting in 
Winnipeg Saturday afternoon at which 
he gave an exposition of co-operative 
marketing with special application to 
wheat. He further stated, by way of 
showing what progress is being made 
by the Alberta pool, that the western 
organization had marketed about 80 
per cent of its wheat outside of the 
Winnipeg Grain Exchange, and assert¬ 
ed the one blunder the Alberta pool 
had made was in marketing the re¬ 
maining 20 per cent through the ex¬ 
change. * Following his address, Mr. 
Sapiro answered several questions. 
One question was: “Why, if the Grain 
Exchange performs no useful function, 
was it necessary Dor the Alberta pool 
to secure membership on the ex¬ 
change ?” He declared that it was not 
necessary in his estimation, though, 
through timidity, as he expressed it, 
the Alberta pool managers had made 
the blunder. He did not approve of it. 
Asked if he believed good could come 
out of monopoly, Mr. Sapiro said, 
“Yes, in many instances,” but he de¬ 
nied that co-operative marketing con¬ 
templated the monopoly process. Many 
farmers were present at the meeting 
and also members of the Winnipeg 
Grain Exchahge. The meeting was ar¬ 
ranged for by the wheat pool commit¬ 
tee of the United Farmers of Mani¬ 
toba.

Steps were taken during the 
Edmonton convention towards improv¬ 
ing the standard of fairs throughout 
the province.-.Some 8 Q-dclegates were 
in attendance. 

About 40,000 bushels of pure seed 
grain have already been marketed for 
the seed growers of the province 
through the provincial government 
cleaning and grading plant at Edmon¬ 
ton. A good deal of this has gone to 
eastern points, and there Iras also been 
u ('Chnslderable quantity sold in the 
province. The demand for the seed 
ct ntinues to be strong.^ ‘ 

Red gDeer went down to defeat on 
March 3 in the first game in the" In¬ 
termediate play off with Okotcks at 
Red Deer by a score of 4 to 1. The 
-Okotoks players were in good form 
and notwithstanding the soft ice play¬ 
ed a good game.

ITEMS OF INTEREST 

Canada’s wheat flour trade is main¬ 
taining the growth which was witnes¬ 
sed during 1923, this point is revealed 
in statistics dealing with exports for 
the dominion for the first five months 
of the current crop year. For the pe¬ 
riod under review Canada exported 
5,411,564 barrels, worth $28,244,877, 
as compared with 5,265,081 barrels, 
value $29,239,008, for the correspond¬ 
ing period a year ago. 

What is considered to have b en Ca¬ 
nada’s most successful fur auction sale 
since these sales were inauguiated, re¬ 
sulting in the changing hands of some 
$1,500,000 worth of furs, was held in 
the beginning of February. More than 
300 buyers were present, a record 
number, from the United States, 
Europe and from Siberia and Manchu¬ 
ria. 

Value of pulp and paper exports 
from Canada in 1923 . amounted to 
$140,798,453, most of which went to 
the United States, according to a re¬ 
port issued by the Canadian Pulp and 
Paper Association. This compares 
with a value of $115,863,742. in 1922. 
Canada exported in 1923, J,137,962 
tons of newsprint, the first time it has 
crossed the million ton mark. Of this 
1,115,355 tons went to the United 
States.
